The Hartnell Panthers closed 
out the season with a bang as 
they dumped the Santa Barbara 
Vaqueros 20-6 in the annual Se- 
quoia Bowl two weeks ago at. the 
Sanger High School field. The 
victory was important for a num- 
ber of reasons, not the least of 
which was that it proved’ that’ the 
team, even after the loss of sev- 
eral “stars”, had the “guts’’ to 
come back after blowing the 
championship and really put to- 
gether a winning football game. 

First Hartnell touchdown was 
scored on a 20 yard pass play, 
Ernie Zermeno to Ralph Murra.
